Improvised desks made,of 6-inch 


and 4-inch floor boards and' 2x4 
scantlings will be used by members 
of the "Nebraska house during the 
k-pislative session this winter, in- 
stead of the motley assortment of 
old school desks borrowed trom the 
Lincoln board of education for that 
purpose. Ordinary straight-backed 
cbairs without arms will be provid- 
ed for seats. 
The desks are now being installed 


in "the temporary house chambei- at 
the capitol. They look like picnic 
..unch tables used outdoors in pub- 
lic parks, camp grounds, and the 
pleasure resorts in the summer time 
They are put together in ^10-foot 
engths, each length 
being divided 
into fo"ur desk sections. This gives 
every member 30 by 28 inches 
of 


top space, with a shelf S inches be- 
low forming a 
boxlike enclosure 


open at the front, for his books, sta- 
tionery and other belongings. 


Two of the 10-foot multiple desks 


will be placed in every row acrosd 
the house chamber, leaving a middle 
aisle" about thirty inches wide be- 
rneen them. There will be space 
:or another aisle slightly over two 
feet in width along the' north side, 
and for a 4-foot passageway on the 
south side. 


It will thus require 12% rows of 
desks to accommodate the 100 mem- 
bers of the house. The rows will be 
abou.t 4% feet apart, to give plenty 
of space for chairs between and to 
give members 
occupying 
inside 
seats sufficient room for getting in 
and out. This will make the back 
-ow 54 feet from the front on«, and 
65 to 70 feet from the speaker's 
desk. 


Equipment Not Purchased.

:he lumber from the J. H. AViese 
Co., capitol building contractors, oa

The table-desks are too tall now 
but will be sawed off to make their 
top surfaces come 30 inches high 
From the floor. They have a. board 
running* along the front edge, ris- 
ing four inches above the surface, 
to keep books and other parapher- 
nalia from falling off. Small wood- 
en strips two inches in height sep- 
arate the top sections from each 
other, whllex the shelf sections un- 
derneath are boxed off from each 
other by interior side strips. 


No locks will be put on the desks. 
Purchasing'Agent Pirie said. AVith- 
out them it'will be necessary for the 
house to keep watchmen on duty all 
the time, to prevent theft of stat- 
utes and other property.

viduals. If Christmas giving- takes 
the form of food, clothing-, coal and 
furniture in addition to 'the usual 
baskets and toys, the situation will 
be greatly relieved.

NEW SPEED LAWS 


The question of amending the ordinance defining 


speed restrictions for automobile drivers in the city of 
Lincoln to make them conform to the standards set 
by the general public is again before the council. 


An ordinance prepared by Commissioner Wright 


, provides the maximum shall be 15 miles an hour in 
- the congested districts, Instead of the present limit 


of 12; 20 miles an hour off the arterial highways and 


' 25 miles an hour along arterial highways instead of 


the present blanket limitation of 18 miles. 


The changes are moderate and might prove of assist- 


ance in settling the problem of traffic congestion. 
Very few drivers throttle their cars down to 12 miles 
an hour in the congested district at this time, and j 
most of the car owneis—prudent, careful drivers at, 
that—travel at from 20 to 25 miles an hour on the 
streets in the residence sections. If there can be an 
assurance that this decision of the commission to 
increase the speed limit will not be construed as an 


» invitation to fast, reckless drivinr there can be little 


objection to the proposed ordinance. The only state- 


- ment which has been made in this connection is the 


announced program of the city officials for rigid en- 


; 
forcement of the amended o'rdinance. 
Presumably 


that means a literal interpretation of the statute. 
Anyone found driving in excess of 20 miles" an hour 
in the residential sections will be punished. Anyone 
proceeding along an arterial highway at a greater 
speiid than 25 miles an hour will be given a dose 
of medicine. Likew ise, anyone in the congested dis- 
tricts, who drives faster than 15 miles an hour will 
be subject to fine. 


A mere change in the ordinance to legalize what 


- most every automobile owner and driver are now do- 
! ing will in no way tend to decrease the i-umber of 
- fatal and serious accidents which furnish the in- 
, spiration for this latest study of the traffic problem. 


Most of the accidents In recent weeks were attri- 


;, butable to other causes than speeding. In one or two 
•- cases they were directly the result of carelessness and 
~* indifference to consequences 
Others 
were 
more 


charitably classified as unavoidable, and perhaps they 
were.

•^'regulation is necessary for this class of automobile

MAKING MON.EY ON GARBAGE. 


The federal government operates at least one in- 


stitution off which it makes a profit, this being the 
garbage disposal plant at Washington. Most such 
plants cost the cities which operate them large sums 
of money each j ear, but the one at Washington makes 
i profit of nearly ?60,000 annually.-" This is because 
:he people of that city are more wasteful than those 
>f any other large city in the country. 
- The profit fiom Washington garbage Is made from 
he grease extracted from it, which is used in the 
nanufacture of the finest toilet soaps and candles 
t is such a superior quality that manufacturers pay a 
>re.mlum for it. The plant is located at Cherry Hill, 
Va,, thirty mCes from Washington. 


The garbage, taken to the plant on railway cars, is 


placed in huge digesters, where it is cooked with live 
team for eight Ixours. This process is said to per- 
ectly purify the grease it contains. After it is taken 
rom the digesters it is placed in hydrau'Ic presses 
ind subjected to a pressure of 4,000 pounds per square 
nch. This presses out all of the water and grease, 
he former sinking to the bottom of the receiving 
ank and being drawn off. 
•> 


Formerly the residue or press cake was dried and 
old for fertilizer but the process used increased the 
fire risk and this, coupled -with the fact that the bot- 
tom fell out of the fertilizer market caused a change 
to be made and the cake is now used for fuel In 
the plant. This has reduced the coal bill forty per 
cent, which is more than the fertilizer would have 
sold for. 


During the last fiscal year 69,392 tons of garbage 


went through the plant, producing 3,629,975 pounds of 
grease, which sold for $250,o"49.44. The 'cost of opera- 
tion was $191,923.67, which included cost of transpor- 
tation, running the plant, labor, replacement and re- 
pairs. It did not include the cost of \jollectlng the 
garbage.

It is said that the leason Washington people are 


more wasteful than those of any other lanre city in 
the country is that the foreign population is very 
small. People from other countries are as a rule 
much more frugal than 'those of the United States. 
More garbage'per capita is collected In the District of 
Columbia than anywhere else in the country. There 
is a large negro population in Washington and peo- 
ple of that race are charged with being even more 
wasteful than the wealthiest white families. One 
garbage wagon in the white district will cover as 
much territory as three in the negro district. Those 
people pay a part of their taxes With what they throw 
away.

CITIES AND THEIR GOVERNMENT. 


Lincoln's civic organizations arc showing commend- 


able prudence in refusing to endorse the city manager 
plan of government sight unseen or to join 
the 


agitation for its adoption here, without first investi- 
gating and studying it to determine whether such ac- 
tion would be beneficial to the city and its people. 


Everyone recognizes the faults, weaknesses, and 


drawbacks of the present sjstem of municipal ad- 
ministration. They are so apparent that no observ- 
jng person could fail to perceive them. However, 
there would be no sense or logic in taking up some 
other scheme of t government which might prove no 
more satisfactory than that Which Lincoln now lias 
It xs not yet forgotten that the commission form of 
go-vernment was established here upon the Insistence 
of some of the •vary same people who are now de- 
manding Its abolition and the substitution of a city 
nianaprer system. If these well-meaning citizens were 
mistaken then, perhaps they arc 
mistaken now in^ 


their zeal for another change. 


A nurober of citi°s in the United States havp tiled 


out the city manager idea, with \arying results. It 
appears to have worked well in some places and been 
a flat failure elsewhere. The secret of its success, 
•where it lias been successful, seens to have been that 
it was aided by a highly developed local public opin- 
ion which Insisted on having the public bjslness con- 
ducted for the benefit of the community, instead of 
leaving everything to city hall politicians. 
Probably 


the same 'degree of Improvement could have been 
brought about under some other form of administra- 
tion. The vital element In civic reform seems to be an 
aroused citizenship, led by unselfish men and women 
in private life, and not the particular kind of govern- 
mental machinery employed. . . .

It is a delusion to suppose that the people of a' 


city cnn contrive a plan oC government and then turn 
it over to any Set of men to run, whilo they go to 
sleep them'selves and give It no furthev attention, an*e 
expect to have public affairs conducted on an effi- 
cient and economical bajjis.
